The Bee-News says in a copy- 
righted story t:at Brophy’s identity 
was learned from a photograph 
showing him with Commander 
Richard Byrd. Brophy, who had 
been working here as C. Manning 
Mitchell, admitted his identity and 
left at once fo: New York, saying’ 
he intended to straighten out his 
affairs there. 

Brophy disappeared from New 
York last August leaving a note to 
his wife which said he was goig 
to Coney Island “and walk into the 
Waves until they cover me and 
then I will be no r.ore.”” New York 
police, after an investigation, said 
they doubted that Brophy had 
killed himself. 

How He Was Identified. 

It was the news that Command- 

Byrd had flown over the South 
Pole and returned successfully to 
base that resulted in the iden- 
tification. The news editor, seek- 
ing pictures ot the explorer, came 
upon one showing. him with Bro- 
phy. The resemblance between 
Brophy and “Mitchell” was so ap- 
parent that the editor confronted 
“Mitchell” with the picture and 
“Mitchell” admitted his identity. 

Brophy admitted his identity 
with tears in’ his eyes, the Bee- 
News says. He told of how he had 
been besieged with trouble after 
leaving the Byrd expedition and 
had sought solace in masking his 
identity. 

“I only wanted to rest,” he is 
quoted. “My nerves were shat- 
tored. I was tired, distraught, un- 
üble to find relief from the pres- 
sure that seemed to hem me in. 

“So 1 foolishly considered sui- 
cide. I say foolishly, because re- 
alization came to me while I was 
in the water at Coney Island that 
problems of this life are not to be 
solved by such an act. 

“Having come to this conclusion 
t burned behind me all my bridges 
Save one. J shall explain to my 
good and dear friend Commander 
Byrd just what this bridge was, 
At that time I shall divulge my 
thoughts of cowardice, and my 
three contemplations of ‘ending it 
all.’ 

“Found Rest iu Omaha.” 

“I have found rest in Omaha, 
put now that my secret has been 
discovered, I'm going back to New 
‘York and get my tangled affairs 
Straightened out. I must begin 
where I left off on that day I 
went for a swim at Coney Island. 

“I bummed my way here from 
New York and l picked Omaha be- 
cause I thought it would be a good 
place to ‘bury’ myself. I picked the 
morning Bee because I wanted to 
work at night and I took the name 
of C. Manning Mitchell because I 
had done some writing under that 
name, 

After leaving New Tork. I 
started west without a penny. 
Stranded in Ohio, I tried to get a 
job as a walter, but was told I 
couldn’t do the work. 

“So I became a bus boy in a 
cheap cafe. I couldn’t even handle 
a bus boy’s job as it ought to be 
handied. I hung onto the job un- 
tii I had saved $10, enough with 
which to purchase some clothes 
and make myself presentable in 
applying for a job in a newspaper 
office. Newspaper work was what 
I always wanted to do.“ 

Brophy began working on the 
Bee-News Sept. 25. 

Brophy was second in command 
of the Byrd expedition at the time 
of his sudden resignation. He was 
in charge of the Byrd supply ship. 
Eleanor Bolling. The ship turned 
‘back after getting 900 miles out, 
ice formation preventing its fur- 
‘ther movement ahead. He re- 
turned to Dunedin, N. Z., and re. 
signed. 


Clothes Containing Notes From 
Byrd Found in Rathhouse. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—Richard 
Gale Brophy. formerly business 
manager of the Byrd Antarctic ex. 
pedition, who has been reported 
identified in Omaha, Neb., disap- 
peared from his hotel here last 
August. He had resigned his po- 
sition with the Antarctic exped!- 
tion and returned to New York 
from New Zealand June 6. 1929. 

Two week after he left his hotel 
here clothing containing cards 
bearing his name and m es 
trom Commander Byrd were found 

in a locker room at a Coney Island 
bathhouse, 

The clothing had been checked 

the previous day, Aug. 25, 
. The police learned Brophy had 
ri his wife two weeks pre- 


, 
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viously threatening to drown him- 
self. Since no drowning was re- 
ported from Coney Island at that 
time, however. Brophy's wife and 
friends continued to think he was 
alive. Mrs. Biophy now is at her 
home here. 

One of the messages from Com- 
mander Byrd, dated April 2, in 
Brophy’s clothes at Coney Island, 
read; 

“Much obliged for your message. 
There was some delay in reaching 
me. Remember that no matter 
what hard luck you may have 
had we can work things out if yo: 
will continue to have faith in me. 
Best of good wishes. Your friend, 
Byrd.“ 

The second message, dated April 
22, read: How are you feeling? 
Please let me know if there {s any- 
thing I can do for you. Cheerio, 
old fellow. Byrd.“ 

Mrs. Brophy is in New Tork, 
having been discharged Friday 
from a private sanitarlum in White 
Plains, where she had been sent 
at the expense of the Byrd ex- 
pedition after her husband's dis- 
appearance, suffering from a nerv. 
ous breakdown, 

Previous to going to White 
Plains, she had been ih a serious 
condition in the psychopathic ward 
in Bellevue and was about to be 
sent to Ward’s Island when Capt. 
Railey had her sent to the private 
sanitarium. 


CHILDREN IN INDIAN SCHOOLS 
LACK FOOD AND CLOTHING 


Secretary of Interior Says Average 
Expenditure Is Less Than Half 
Minimum Requirement. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Actual 
dearth of food and clothing for 
children at Indian schools, brought 
to public attention last week by 
school superintndent in Oklahoma, 
is substantiated by the annual re- 
port of the Secretary of Interior. 

“In examining the expenditures 
of 22 Indian schools for the fiscal 
year of 1929, it was found that the 
average expenditure for clothing 
per year per pupil was $22.26, 
against a minimum requirement of 
350,“ the report said. “As to diet, 
the average per pupil per day, 
even under the last allowances 
Available, was considerable below 
the 37.8 cents. found to be the 
minimum requirement by a careful- 
ly selected committee of physicians 
and specialists. 

“The actual-figures for food per 
pupil per day in these 22 schools 
was 20 cents, of which 14 cents rep- 
resented food purchased and 6 
cents represented food produced. 

“Examination of these figures 
should indicate one reason why thé 
health of the Indian population is 
not up to the white standards.”

with the soviet representative.

Harbin dispatches here said

7 MINERS KILLED 
INEXPLOSION AT 
WEST FRANKFORT 


15 Others Escape Injury in 
Old Ben Mine No. 8 
Which Was to Be Aban- 
doned Soon. 


By the Associated Press, 

WEST FRANKFORT. III., Dec. 

2.—Seven coal miners are dead as 
the result of an explosion early 
yesterday in Old Ben Mine No. 8, 
near here. The charred bodies of 
six of them had been recovered 
today and rescuers sought that of 
a seventh victim. 
The explosion was localized in 
one drift by safety devices which 
automatically released shale dust 
to extinguish flames, and this is 
thought by officials to have saved 
the lives of 15 other miners, the 
rest of a crew that was tearing up 
tracks in the north part of the 
mine preparatory to abandonment. 
The property damage was small. 

The dead: Thomas McDermott, 
Veto Geridino, Jewell Baker and 
his brother. Dewey Baker. Earl 
Beardon, Henry Isaacs and James 
Tabor. The body of Tabor, it was 


thought, had been buried under a 


heavy fall of roof coal. 

The bodies, recovered: by rescue 

teams from Johnston City and Ben- 
ton, after hours of work, were 
identified by the numbers of their 
lights, and were brought to this 
city. Alt of the men killed resided 
here, except Isaacs, who lived at 
Johnston City. 
The explosion, which is thought 
to have been caused hy an accu- 
mulation of coal dust gas, occurred 
Tommy Smith, night 
boss, sounded the alarm. He and 
the other miners, working in other 
drifts, did not hear the explosion, 
but Smith felt the concussion. 
Some of the 15 rescued miners 
were unaware an explosion had oc- 
curred until the power was shut 
off. They were removed safely to 
the surface, 

Rescue work was delayed be- 
cause of smoke and gas fumes and 


several rescue workers were over- 


come by the gas. They were re- 
vived by first aid methods. 

McDermott, an examiner for the 
Illinois Department of Mines .and 
Minerals, was making his nightly 
inspection of the mine. when the 
explosion occurred.

ON LIQUOR PERMIT TIME LIMIT 


Cases Have to Do 5 Do With Use of Al- 
cohol in Manufacture of 
Medicines. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2. — The 
Supreme Court, today consented to 
pass on the authority of the Pro- 
hibition Bureati to place a ‘time 
limit on permits governing the use 
of liquor in the manufacture of 
medicinal preparations. The ques- 
tion was raised in three cases from 
New Tork. 

When the Government in Octo- 
ber, 1927, attempted to put into ef- 
fect regulations governing the use 
of liquor in the manufacture of 
medicinal preparations and of al- 
cohol in the manufacture of dena- 
tured alcohol, so as to make all 
permits end on definite dates, and 
require. renewals, the Galeno 
Chemical Co., Ine; the Union 
Course Pharmacy, Inc.; P. T. 
Chemical Co., Inc.; the Curatone 
Co., D. P. Paul & Co., Inc., and 
W. H. Long & Co., Inc., obtained 
from Federal Court in New York 
City orders prohibiting the Prohi- 
bition Bureau from interfering 
with the permits they held. 

The courts held the prohibition 
act did not require that all per- 
mits-contain a definite time limi- 
tation. and that it was beyond the 
power of the Secretary. of the 
Treasury and the Prohibition Com- 
missioner to issue the regulations 
planned. 

The Supreme Court also consent- 
ed to decide whether the Federal 
Government has the right to con- 
fiscate under the internal revenue 
laws automobiles seized in connec- 
tion with illegal transportation of 
intoxicating liquor.

pointed well to the left of the trail 
We had constantly to check the 
course by the drift indicator, an 
instrument through which the 
ground 1d sighted to ascertain the 
amount the wind has caused the 
plane to drift from the true direc- 


tion. 
We enjoyed the first few hours 


of-the flight when we had time to 
look around. For flying over this 
mysterious barrier never loses its 
fascination. Shortly after we 
passed the crevassed area, 150 
miles from Little Amerlca. we 
sighted the mountains to the west- 
ward. Again I was struck with. 
the majesty of these ranges. 

We saw one great -mountaip 
mass end and another one unge- 
counted for on the maps begin to 
the south and run toward the 
Beardmore Glacier. Great white 
glaciers flowed into the barrier 
and about 100 miles off were some 
snow-covered peaks towering high 
over the barrier.

we sighted the trail party 354 
statute miles due south of Little 
America, There could be no doubt 
that so far we had come south as 
straight as an arrow. It was well, 
for we had messages and photo- 
graphs to drop to.Dr. Laurence 
Gould and his men. We planned 
to ieave food and fuel at our moun- 
tain base for them and, to enable 
Gould to find the cache, a little 
speck in those great spaces. Ash- 
ley McKinley, the photographer, 
had located the spot on photo- 
graphs he had taken on our base- 
flying flight. We dropped these 
in a bag attached to a parachute. 

We could see two or three of the 
boys dashing after the hag for 
they knew it also contained radio 
messages from home, letters from 
friends at Little America, cigarettes 
and various other things the party 
had requested by radio.

Virginian Tells of Escape 
From Burning Wood Pile

CLINTWOOD, Va., Dec. 2.—Aft- 
er 30 years, during which time his 
supposed murderer confessed, Hale 
Artrip has been found. Artrip’s 
friends and relatives in the Cum- 
berlands, particularly in the Skeet- 
rock section had thought he was 
dead and had almost forgotten 
him, but a few days ago he sud- 
denly returned. 

The murder confession was made 
by Hunt Hall, feudist of the Cum- 


berlands, about five years ago, just 
before Hall died. He said he killed 
Artrip, who worked for him, took 
from. his pockets $100 in gold, 
threw the body onto a pile of 
driftwood, covered it with rails and 
then set the rails and the drift 
on fire. . 

When Artrip disappeared rela- 
tives and friends searched through- 
out the Cumberlands for him. 
About 10 years ago a skeleton was 
found down the Pound River and 
it was generally believed to be his, 

Hall in his confession said: 

„I have killed two men. One 
of them was Hale Artrip. I killed 
him when he was fishing one night 
25 years ago this summer. I hit 
him on the head with a ax and 
threw his body on a pile of drift- 
wood, covered it up with rails and 
set them afire. 1 took $100 in 
gold from him.” 

Here is the story Artrip told: 

“Hunt Hall, his son, Dave, and 
I were fishing down in the Breaks, 
and as I was sitting, beside the fire 
either Hunt or Dave hit me on 
the head with something. When I 
came to 1 was on a big pile of 
driftwood with rails and tree 
limbs on me, p'’nning me down. 
The whole thing was a roaring 
furnace and it was a scorching me. 
My overall jacket was aftre. 

“I twisted around and got in a 
place where I could throw off the 
wood and crawled out. Knowing 
that Hunt Hall would follow me 
and kill me to kvep me frem tell- 
ing on him, I wouldn’t let him 
know I was still alive. So I went 
to Kentucky. Later 1 went over 
into West Virginia and I've been 
there ever since. Not long ago | 
heard that Hunt Hall was dead and 
I thought I'd come back and see 
my relatives.”

Through the night the steamer 
listed and Sunday morning, while 
the storm continued, Capt. Alex 
Young of Duluth, decided to 
chance launching a lifeboat to get 
ashore.

IN SING SING PRISON 


Warden Says Murder Was Due 
to Vengeance —Fbur in 
Solitary Confinement. 


By Leased Wire from the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 2. — Under- 
world vengeance yesterday invaded 
the walls of Sing Sing and snuffed 
out the life of Reubin Kaminet- 
sky, 17 year old Brooklyn youth. 
He was fatally stabbed while in 
the recreation yard. He was in 
line with 1700 other prisoners at 
the time. 

After several hours of question- 
ing other convicts who were in 
the yard at the time, Warden 
Lawes announced he had learned 
that vengeance was the motive of 
the murder, and that four prison- 
ers had been arrested and put in 
solitary confinement. 

One of the three was Kaminet- 
sky’s partner in the holdup for 
which he was convicted—Jacob 
Burakoff, also 17, of Brooklyn. The 
names of the other two were not 
divulged. No charges were made 
against any of the three pending 
further questioning. 

Kaminetsky and Burakoff went 
to Sing Sing a ‘ew days apart last 
February, both convicted of assault 
and robbery in the holdup of Mor- 
ris Sanders, manager of the Ad- 
mira Rubber Co., Brooklyn, Oct. 
23, 1928. The holdup occurred in 
the hall of the factory, and the 
two youths escaped with an $334 
payroil. 

Kaminetsky, with his share of 
the loot, fled to Los Angeles. A 
few days after he arrived there 
he was arrested for vagrancy. He 
received a suspended sentence. 

A month later. Dec. 15, 1928, he 
was arrested again, charged with 
being a fugitive from justice from 
New York, and returned there. 

Back in New York, he was ques- 
tioned by police. The records 
show that it was on information 
furnished by hir that Burakoff 
was arrested a week or so later. 
It was to this circumstance War- 
den Lawes pointed when he spoke 
of vengeance. 

Both youths were serving sen- 
tences of from seven and a half 
to 15 years.

The occasion will be of intense 
significance, for it will be the first 
time a King and Queen of United 
Italy have visited a Pope. Since 
1870, when the head of the Roman 
Catholic Church became the pris- 
oner of the Vatican, no King of It- 
aly has called on a Pope or has 
even seen him. 

500,000 to See Spectacle. 
For days hundreds and thousands 
of people have been pouring into 
Rome to see the spectacle. Avail- 
ing themselves of the 50 per cent 
reduction in railroad fare, pilgrims 
have come from as far north as the 
Alps and as far south as Sicily.

LIBRARY. OF CONGRESS GETS 
SPANISH EXPLORERS’ LETTERS 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.— The 
glitter of gold, luring Spanish con- 
querors to America, is traced more 
indelibly into the pages of history 
by manuscripts newly acquired by 
the Library of Congress. 

Much that was unknown to 
early historians of Spain in the 
new world is added by letters and 
documents of adventurers among 
who are numbered Pizarro, con- 
queror of Peru and companion of 
Balboa when the Pacific was dis- 
Ponce. de Leon, 
and De Soto. 

The papers, dated in the six- 
teenth century, are the -gift of 
Edward 8. Harkness, New York, 
who obtained them from Dr. A. 8. 
W. Rosenbach, Philadelphia, Pa. 

Chief of the contributions to 
history is the clearing of the mys- 
tery which has surrounded the end 
of Capt: de Ulloa.

It was his marvelous tales of the 
wealth of the islands that gave 
rise to the belief they were the 
source of the gold that. adorned 
Solomon’s temple, and they were 
named the Solomon Islands.

- The seizing of the Chinese Eastern Railway and 
the expulsion of Russian officials demonstrates the 
lack of authoritative leadership and practical judg- 
ment in the Nanking Government. The Central 
Executive Committee of the Kuomin-tang, the 
people’s party, is the Nanking Government, holding 
governmental power in the so-called tutelage period 
when the people of China are to be instructed in the 
art of constitutional self-government. 

At the midyeat meeting of the Central Executive 
Committee, it put as the first essentia] to carrying 
out an excellent constructive program the abolition 
of unequal treaties. An unequal treaty is any treaty 
which in the Chinese view was obtained by com- 
pulsicn or in fear of compulsion. The political slogan 
of the Kuo-min-tang is the immediate abolition of 
all unequal treaties, and it has so incited the Chinese 
against foreigners and their existing privileges that 
the Nanking Government is feverishly anxious to 
carry out the policy regardless of consequences. 

The Nanking Government seized upon Russia as 
the first victim, evidently thinking that because 
Russia is Russia and communistic, whatever it did 
to Russia would be applauded and supported by 
other nations. This expectation has been bitterly 
disappointed. Other nations have pressed for a peace 
ful settlement by arbitration. 

Russia naturally resented the arbitrary and for- 
cible violation of her rights, and not only insisted 
upon their restoration, but is using her powerful 
army to punish China and force restoration. The 
alternative apparently is war or the Russian terms. 

China needs all her own military forces at home 
to suppress revolution and banditry. War would be 
disastrous. If Moscow advices are correct, Chang- 
sueh Liang ts the one Chinese in authority who has 
good judgment. He takes the only way to peace, 
which is to make amends to Russia and let the 
Chino-Russian agreement await the result of peace 
ful negotiations. 1 

China must have peace at home and abroad to 
work out her difficult problems. This Russian lesson 
should teach her leaders that they must eschew 
violence and take peaceful means of accomplishing 
her just ends. 
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THE APPROACH TO MODERN ART. 

Next spring the City Art Museum will present the 
first comprehensive exhibition of modern art ever 
shown in St. Louis. It will include 250 paintings 
from virtually every country in Europe, and will 
represent the best and most significant work of all 
the outstanding modernistic schools. 

Although Cezanne, Van Gogh, Manet and other 
ploneers of modern art have long been actepted, a 
curious prejudice exists against their successors. This 
is due in part to the mass of spurious stuff which 
is passed off as modernism, but in greater degree 
to the failure to approach modern paintings with 
a proper understanding of their spirit and purpose. 
It is a mistake to search them for objective mean- 


ing. because modernists as a rule do not attempt to, 


make their drawings tell stories or to reproduce their 
subjects as life-like. 

Meyric E. Rogers, the Museum's new director, gives 
an excellent insight into modern art when he says: 


There has been a definite swing away from 
the over-objectified painting of the nineteenth 
century. The world of contemporary painting 
is a world of abstraction, a world in which things 
are not represented with photographic accuracy, 
but in-which certain symbols may be used to 
represent objects Modern paivting is Eastern 
rather than Western, subjective rather than ob- 
jective, and with it goes the thought that cer- 
tain ideas can be expressed only in painting, just 
as certain ideas can be expressed only in music. 
If you attempt to describe a painting in words, 
there is something left out that only the paint 
can convey. 


In other words, modern art represents a depar- 
ture from mere physical depiction into a provocative 
Intellectual field. It must be seen with the mind 
and the imagination; otherwise it is just the in- 
distinct Jumble scorned by those who refuse to take 
other than a baldly literal view of painting. 

We congratulate the Museum for arranging the 
exhibition for next spring, thus giving the people of 
St. Louls—especially those who do sot or cannot 
travel—an opportunity to judge for themselves the 
value and importance of the newer trends in painting.

Henderson says: “It is evident from the decision 
that the Kansas court understands fully why we 
have loan sharks and why they are so persistent. 
That is, many wage earners require small loans, and 
it is among these people that the court finds those 
‘hundreds of indigent debtors held in financial peon- 
age. It also found that a usury law does not afford 
adequate protection to the borrower. In the words 
of the court: “The remedy supplied by such laws is 
pitifully inadequate.” The court moreover saw clear- 
ly that the policy of employers in discharging em- 
ployes garnished by loan sharks is a club for loan 
shark collections, and the process of garnishment is 
viciously abused by loan sharks.”

000 will open tomorrow, is realized when one con- 
siders the varied work done by the 51 agencies 
which benefit from the fund. All these agencies are 
responsible and established organizations, each with 


a board of directors including names prominent in‘ 


the city’s progress, and each making an audited re 
port of its receipts and expenditures annually. 

Some of these organizations do relief work by giv- 
ing food, clothing. medical aid and money, while oth- 
ers have the equally important duty of preventing 
such needs. Babies and children are aided by such 
organizations as the Children's Hospital and the Big 
Brother Organization. The aged and feeble are 
cared for by the County Old Folks’ Home and simi- 
lar institutions. Every racial and religious group in 
the city is reached by the 51 agencies. Their activi- 
ties carry relief to every class requiring outside heip, 
including the needy III. the unemployed, the blind 
and the orphaned. 

The funds obtained through the present campaign 

will be divided among these 51 agencies in propor- 
tion to their needs, based on a budget for each re 
duced to the minimum. In 1929 the Provident Asso- 
clation was the largest single beneficiary. It re 
ceived $262,900, with which. it operated 11 branches 
over the city. Last year, in its work of caring for 
families in distress with lasting aid it handled 10,000 
cases. The smallest amount given out this year by 
the Community Fund was $320, which went to the 
local branch of the Society for the Control of Cancer. 
This group, even with tts small budget, was able to

to call his conference. How courageous, 
we may judge by comparing it with the way 
in which Mr. Coolidge would probably have 
behaved in the same circumstances. An 
over-cautious man would have feared to ad- 
mit that anything at all might need to be 
done. He would simply have pretended that 
everything was going smoothly and would 
continue to do so. And, no matter how 
much he had boasted previously concerning 
the administration’s part tn prosperity, he 
would have been ready with the alibi that, 
after all, government has nothing to do with 
business; if business falters, the Govern- 
ment can do nothing. 

The conferences would, however, show 
real courage and ability if they should ad- 
mit the lack of adequate preparation for the 
present crisis, and should resoive now to set 
up a continuous machinery’ which might 
help to avert future scares of the same 
kind. Every hazard which now faces bus!- 
ness has been in the making for months, 
some of them possibly for years. Failure to 
take heed of warnings, and to tnauxcurate 
agencies which might administer remedies, 
is the real cause of what has happened. 

If this could be made the occasion for 
starting something to deal with the next 
crisis, the President's conferences will have 
been indeed worth while. We do not want 
merely another report, hastily improvised 
ad hoc by experts taken from other tasks, 
and followed by no systematic action. For 
tunately, the present breakdown ig not like- 
ly to be Serious in any case. But it warns 
us that we need, not industria] playboys, but 
skilled engineers. We need to apply some 
of our mechanical! ingenuity to the ordering 
of larger affairs,

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.— The football frenzy is over for 1929 ex- 
cept for a few remaining flourishes in the South and Far West, but 
the picture of a campaign of sparkling individual achievements ig still 
vivid and the argument over championship claims yet is far from set- 


tled. 


The season that was brought to 
an Arctic climax, Saturday, by 
Notre Dame's ninth straight tri- 
umph, at the expense of the gal- 
lant Army team, was in many re- 
spects the most remarkable in the 
history of the great American col- 
lege sport. 7 

The tumult and the roar from 
early October to the last day of 
November was punctuated by the 
famous Carnegie report on com- 
mercialism, by astounding indi- 
vidual performances and long-run : 
thrilis despite the new fumble rule, 
by record-smashing crowds, by an 
unprecedented epidemic of 450- 
called “breaks” in the big games 
and by the development of an un- 
usual number of high-class teams. 


For sheer drama, Yale and No- 
tre Dame topped the list under cir- 
cumstances of the most extraordi- 
nary variety. Trampled by Geor- 
gia early in October, the Elis came 
back to whip Brown, Army and 
Dartmouth in successive Saturdays 
with Albie Booth cutting capers 
across the historic turf of the Yale 
bol such as no one at New Haven 
had seen in a blue moon. On sue- 
cessive Saturdays. Booth outplayed 
two of the game’s greatest stars. 


Red Cagle of the Army and Al 


Marsters of Partmouth, to become 
the most talked and written-about 
balicarrier since Red Grange, even 
though the “mighty atom” went 
into something of an eclipse against 
Princeton and Harvard. 

Knute Rockne. on a  sickbed 
most of the season as the result 
of an infected leg furnished the 
inspiration for one of Notre Dame's 
greatest teams, the first unbeaten 
Irish array since the famous four 
horsemen dismounted in 1924. 

Purdue’s mighty Boilermakers 
made it two votes for the State of 
Indiana. Pittsburg in the East. 
Tulane in the South and Utah in 
the Rocky Mountain zone complet- 
ed the Big Five, of this group, 
based upon the caliber of opposi- 
tion and performance over the 
whole course of .the campaign. 
Notre Dame, Pittsburg and Purdue 
established the strongest claims to 
national championship honors. No 
one of this trio could possibly be 
picked out for the main award, 
however, without the loudest kind 
of a roar from the others. 

Three others in the major flight 
—Tennessee, Texas Christian and 
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St. Mary's of California—showed 
only a single tie to mar otherwise 
perfect records. Until their lat: 4 
games, Tennessee and Texas Chris- 
tian were up in the very top “light, 
but the Volunteers were tied py 
Kentucky on Thanksgiving day and 
the Christians held to a 7-7 dead- 
lock by Southern Methodist Satur- 
dun.

Apricots belong to the peach 
family and the stewed dried fruit 
furnishes considerable lime, a little 
phosphorous, has a pleasant acid 
taste and ip pagal a good amount 
of fruit acid. 

If the apricots are unpeeled, the 
Skins give added roughage which 
is so necessary te provide bulk and 
prevent constipation. Stewed dried 
apricots are 4 good breakfast fruit 
and make a valuable addition to 
the winter fruit varieties. 

The recipes which follow are for 
several very attractive dishes made 
with evaporated apricots. 

Apricot Fluff. 

Use two and one-half tablespoons 
gelatine, one-fourth cup cold 
water, two cups hot water, four 
whole cloves, one cup sugar, two 
egg whites, two cups apricot pulp, 
one-fourth cup lemon juice and 12 
marshmallows. — 

Soak gelatine in cold water. Boil 
together for five minutes, hot 
water, sugar and cloves. Remove 
from stove, add gelatine and stir 
until dissolved. Strain, add lemon 
juice and allow to cool. 

When slightly firm, beat with a 
dover eggs beater until light, 
frothy and thick. Fold in stiffiy- 
beaten egg whites, apricot pulp 
and marshmallows. Pour into a 
mold and set in a cold place until 
firm. Serve with whipped cream. 

This fluff may be piled immedi- 
ately in parfait glasses and gar- 
nished with whipped cream just 
before serving. 

Apricot Gonserve Cake. 

This sweet is made with one cup 
sugar, one-half cup shortening, 
one cup sour milk, one teaspoon 
soda, one teaspoon baking powder, 
three eggs, two cups flour, one- 
half teaspoon mixed spice and one- 
haif cup apricot marmalade or 
conserve. 

Cream butter, add sugar grad- 
ually, then beaten yolks. Sift dry 
ingredients and add alternately 
with milk. Add apricot conserve 
and fold in stiffly-beaten egg 


| whites. 


Bake in layers in a moderate 
oven about 20 minutes. Put to- 
gether with icing or butter cream 
filling. (Sweet milk may be wan i 
stituted for the sour by using one- | 
half teaspoon soda instead of one | 
teaspoon.) 

Compote. 

This tempting fruit dessert is 
mal with one cup sugar, one-half 
cup water, juice of one-half lemon, 
one drop almond flavoring, 12 
cooked prunes, 24 cooked apricots, 
six cooked evaporated pears, one 
banana cut in one-inch pieces or 
two slices of canned pineapple cut 
in small pieces. 

Boil sugar and water eight min- 
utes. Add juice of lemon and 
almond flavoring. To thin syrup 
add reg and cook five minutes.

As a matter of fact making cake 
process.

these simplified directions for mak- 
ing plain cup cakes will serve to 
demonstrate the technique of mix- 
ing and baking a plain type of 
cak

Here is the recipe which calls 
for three tablespoons butter, one- 
fourth cup sugar, one egg, one- 
third cup milk, one and one-fourth 
cups sifted. flour, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one and one-half tea- 
spoon baking powder and one tea- 


1. Get out all the materials and 
put them on the table. 

2. Get out two measuring cups 
—one for dry and one for wet 
things—two tablespoons, a  tea- 
spoon, a knife, a mixing bowl, flour 
sifter, egg beater and some little 
cake pans. Grease the cake pans 
with a little butter on a crumpled 
plece of clean waxed paper. 

3. Measure the butter and put 
it in the bowl, then rub ft against | 
the sides of the bowl with a large 
spoon until it is very soft. This is 
called “creaming” the butter. 

4. Measure the sugar. A measur- 
ing cup is divided into quarters 
and thirds by lines marked on it. 
Fill the cup just to the line want- 
ed, in this case to the one-half 
line. Pour the sugar over the but- 
ter and mix the two together. 

5. Measure the fleur, mix it with 
the salt and baking powder and 
then sift it all. Measure the milk. 

6. Beat the egg and add it to 
Then add 
the milk. Next stir in the sifted 
flour mixture and stir until it is 
mixed, then beat for a minute. Stir 
carefully at first so as not to spill 
the flour. A good cook does not 
have a messy work table. This 
cake mixture is called a “batter.’’ 
Put the batter into the little 
greased cake pans, filling each one 
half full. There should be enough 
to make 14 cakes. 

7. Light.the oven—i¢ it is r 


pan of cakes on the lower shelf of 
the oven and close the door care- 
fully. At the end of five minutes 
turn gas burners half way. Let 
cakes cook 15 minutes more. If 
oven has a heat regulator, set for 
400 degrees and let the cakes cook 
for 20 minutes. Phe regulator 
keeps the oven always at the same 
temperature so that it is not neces- 
sary to watch it or alter the burn- 


8. When the cakes are done, re- 


let stand until nearly cool, then 
turn the pans upside down and 
shake lightly to remove from the 
pans. If the cakes do not loosen 
readily tap the bottom of each pan 
with a knife. 

9. While the cakes are cooking 
clean up the dishes. Rinse the mix- 
ing bowl with cold water, then 
wash in hot soapy water. Wipe 
out the cake pans with a soft piece 
of paper: do not wash them un- 
less the cakes have stuck.

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WHY TAX SPINSTERS? 


ANY women have read re- 
cent accounts of Mussolini’s } 


tax on Italian bachelors - and 
read, incidentally, that since it was 
imposed marriages have decreased, 
instead of increased as Il Duce had 
probably hoped. How many have 
realized that Uncle Sam not only 
taxes bachelors but spinsters? 


Even Mussolini hasn't gone as far |, 


as that—perhaps " 
spinsters more 
to be pitied than censured, where- 
as Uncle with a more intelli- 
gent viewpoint on women, knows 
better! 

Seriously, though, our Govern- 
mint imposes what is in effect a 
tax on the unmarried in the pres- 
ent provisions of the national in- 
come tax law, which gives an 
exemption of $3500 to a husband 
and wife, but allows only $1500 
exemption to either bachelor or 
spinster. The reminder comes to 
us with the formal protest of the 
tax committee of the National 
Federation of Business and Pro- 
fessional Women's Clubs, which has 
just asked Se:.etary Mellon to in- 
crease to $3500 the personal 
exeinption of single persons. 

Wit characteristic broad-mind- 
edness and good sportsmanship 
this woman’s organization does not 
seek equalization of exemption 
solely for unmarried wémen. The 
present law, these objectors argue, 
works injustice both to bachelors 
and to spinsters, most of whom 
contribute in some way to the sup- 
pert of their families. 

Perhaps this is the case. But, so 
far as our observation goes, the 
unmarried woman contributes more 
than the unmarried man, both in 
money and in service. Therefore, 
it seems particularly petty and un- 
fair for Uncle Sam to impose on 
her this special tax in the form of 
the very small tax exemption. 

When brothers and sisters go to 
work and continue to live at home, 
what is the usual financial ar- 


rangement? Isn't it often like this: 


the boy pays ard which way 
cover the actual money expense he 
is to his parents, but by no means 


covers the services he receives 


from them — the washing, mending, 


nursing, waiting-on. 


The girl, on the other hand, 


often turns over her entire pay en- 


velope to her mother, receiving 


back just enough money to cover 
lunches, carfares and clothes. As 


she probably gives 
receives, for how 


for services, 
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and wipe dishes, as if she were 
still at home all day with nothing 
else to do! 

In the case of older unmarried 
workers, we have a strong notion 
that the woman still is likely to 
carry more of her family’s finan- 
cial burdens than the man carries. 
There aré exceptions.” There are 
men who put off marriage indefi- 


nitely because they are taking care 


of helpless parents. There are men 
who go shabby and insufficiently 
fed because they are “seeing the 
kid brother through college.” 

But the unmarried women 
workers with similar responsibili- 
ties are innumerable! We have 
known net a few bachelors who 
were entirely footloose, financially 
speaking.

Again Make Rugs 


UG-WEAVING, once a great 
native Algerian industry, lo re- 
gaining its lost importance. 

A new training school ts being 
built here by the Government as a 
technical center, intended to raise 
Kandards of design and dyes. 
Ones nearly all native women 
made rugs. The industry was on 
the wane before the French con 
quered the country @ century 80 
and has continued to lose favor 
since. 

After the war French authorities 
encouraged a revival of interest by 
establishing a small training school 
at Aigiers for giris who later went 
into native homes to stir up the 
women and get them back at the 
looms. 

Within the last few years there 
have been established 12 small 
rug weaving studios where 3000 
girlg and women work. 

Girls are taken in very vo 
and most of them leave when they 
are 12, the age at whica they 
usually put on the vell in public 
and rarely go out unless com- 
panied by their parents. These 
girls, however, continue to weave 
at home. 

In this way, besides the many 
rugs made for home use, the ra- 
tives have tripled the country’s en. 
ports in six. years, selling abrond 
last year rugs valued at $500,000,
